Distribution of Seada

The Department of Agriculture is
making prepurations for the usuul
froe seed distribation furce which
congress annually puts upon Lhe
shioulders of the secrotary, A resolu-
tion has been Introduced In congress
o mbollsh this fake nod resiore the
free distribution of seeds 1o its original
hmsls, from which it has degenernted
into the present wholesale sonttaring
of hundreds of thoosands of litie
packets of common vegetable and
flower soeds, under the fianks of the
varlops congremsmen amnd senators,
The idea ombodied in the original
distribution of seeds was that un-
known or untried varietles and
specles might Be tried In differvnt
soctions of the country whore it was
belleved they would increase the
value of furm crops.  This s still an
entirely legitimate ondertaking of
the government. The department
has o number of sgricultural explor
er= conntuotly traveling over differem
parts of the world, studying the
differeni crops and boying sesds and
plants for trinl in this country, Most
of our agriculture has been developed
from erops grown (o other countries
and new (hings sre constantly being
dlseoversd which enrieh our agricul-
turé millions of dolinrs annuaily. A
